A drawings illustrating the flexibility 
test should also be included.

Specification 

2. The specification of this application is not in compliance with US standards. All of the 
following should be noted.

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 5, 7, 8, 9, and 1 1 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because they are improper multiple dependent claims. See MPEP § 608.0 l(n). Accordingly 
claims 5, 7, 8, 9, and 1 1 have not been further treated on the merits. 


Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-4, 6, and 10 are allowed. Though the prior art such as US 6281262, discloses 
an areal implant with a net type basic structure with 1 .5 mm, there is no textile-strengthening 
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element with pore size of 5mm to 20mm. The prior art teaches additional surgical implants with 
an areal implant. Hinsch et al 6,162,962 teaches an areal implant with pores approximately 
0.5mm. However, there is no reinforcement structure with the said range. Girard US 6,174,279 
teaches a surgical implant with a multi-filament structure colored structure but does not disclose 
the pore size of the thread and the reinforcement structure. 


Conclusion 

The applicant should note US 6319264 because is has the proper format. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. These illustrate additional meshes capable of use in surgery but fail to disclose the 
same pore size as claimed by the applicant.
